Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  mj^-  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1950,  which  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  suggested 
by  the  Ministry  of  H ealth.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

iifter  reaching  a peak  of  26.61  in  1947>  the  birth  rate 
has  fallen  gradually  each  year  since  then,  and  in  1950  it  v/as 
18.07.  This  still  compares  favourably  v/ith  the  birth  rate  for 
the  country  as  a whole.  Otherwise  the  vital  statistics 
show  little  change  from  those  of  the  previous  year.

The  incL  dence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  shows 
a considerable  decrease  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
incidence  of  infantile  paralysis  throughout  the  Country  as  a 
whole  again  rose  sharply  and  becuasc  of  increased  prevalence 
in  neighbouring  areas  it  was  recommended  in  September  that 
operations  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  routine 
dental  extractions,  should  be  postponed  except  in  cases  of  urgency 
Corrected  figures  for  other  parts  of  the  County  are  not  at  present 
available,  but  it  is  probable  ^tliat  compared  with  other  areas,  the 
Borough  was  relatively  lightly  affected.  Restrictions  on 
operations  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  were  removed  in  December 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  Y/ho 
completed  a course  of  immunisation  during  the  year.

The  method  of  protection  commonly  in  use  is  to  give 
each  child  two  irntnunising  injections  at  the  age  of  one  year, 
and  a third  reinforcing  injection  early  in  school  life.  The 
reinforcing  injection  is  most  important  to  ensure  protection 
during  the  early  school  years,  and  102  such  injections  were 
given  during  the  year.  In  addition  24  children  under  the  age 
of  one  year  completed  a course  of  immunisation  'with  a combined 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  vaccine, 

Follov/ing  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  in  1947> 
study  of  cases  which  occurred  in  London  showed  in  some  cases  a 
possible  relation  between  immunising  injections  and  localisation 
of  paralysis.  In  a small  number  of  cases,  children  who  developed 
infantile  paralysis  and  who  showed  maximum  paralysis  in  one  limb 
were  found  to  have  had  an  injection  in  that  limb  during  the 
proceeding  few  weeks.  It  was  considered  possible  that  the  small 
amount  of  tissue  damage  which  follows  intramuscular  injection  may 
have  been  a precipitating,  or  localising  factor  in  an  existing,  or 
subsequent  infection  with  infantile  paralysis  virus.  The 
relationship,  if  any,  is  not  quite  clear  and  is  at  present 
the  subject  of  thorough  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of 
H calth. 
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However,  in  the  light  of  existing  knowledge,  it  was 
decided  to  stop  diphtheria  immunisation  last  autumn  and  this  is 
reflected  in  a reduction  in  the  number  of  children  under  the  age 
of  five  years  who  were  immunised,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


Tuberculosis 


There  were  37  cases  of  respiratory  and  5 eases  of 
non-respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The 
figure  for  respiratory  cases  is  4 less  than  the  previous  year.

Verminous  Conditions 

The  Cleansing  Centre  at  60  High  'Street  was  closed  on 
the  30th  June,  1950,  In  future  any  eases  requiring  cleansing, 
and  which  arc  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  will  be  treated 
at  the  nev;  Cleansing  Centre  opened  by  the  County  Council  at  the 
Health  Centre,  Klount  Street,  Bridgwater. 

Distribution  of  Me  at 


Following  representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
during  the  previous  year,  there  has  been  an  improvement  in 
the  conditions  under  which  meat  is  delivered  to  retailers  in 
the  District,  and  this  improvement  has  been  maintained,  although 
conditions  arc  not  yet  such  as  to  be  considered  entirely 
satisfactory. 

National  assistance  Act*  1948,  Section  47 

This  Section  of  the  Act  enables  Local  Authorities 
to  apply  to  Court  for  an  Order  to  secure  the  care  of  persons  v/ho 
by  reason  of  infirmity,  old  age  or  other  condition^, arc  unable 
to  care  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people 
proper  care  and  attention,  and  \7ho  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions.  Several  eases  were  dealt  wath,  but  in  only  one 
case  was  it  found  necessary  to  proceed  for  a Court  Order,  This 
was  the  case  of  a woman  aged  85  years  who  lived  by  herself  and 
who  was,  for  some  considerable  time,  unable  adequately  to  look 
after  herself  or  her  house.  Shortly  before  the  case  came  to 
the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  she  had  had  a heart  attack 
and  as  a result  she  was  then  completely  unable  to  help  herself  and 
was  in  fact  unable  to  leave  her  chair  from  which  she  flatly 
refused,  at  any  time,  to  be  moved.  Despite  the  dreadful 
condition  of  the  woman  and  the  house  and  a heavy  infestation 
v;ith  fleas,  neighbours  gave  all  possible  help.  No  relativas 
could  be  found,  and  eventually  application  was  made  to  Court 
for  an  Order  to  remove  the  woman  to  hospital,  but  she  died 
before  the  case  could  be  heard, 

Vi/elfare  of  Old  People 

The  Council  considered  Ministry  of  Health  circular 
11/50  dealing  with  the  Welfare  of  Old  People  and  as  a result, 
follov/ing  a public  meeting  of  all  interested  organisations, 
convened  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  the  Bridgw/ater  Old  Peoples 
Welfare  Committee  has  been  founded.  The  chief  function  of  the 
Committee  is  to  organise,  through  its  constituent  voluntary  bodies 
an  effective  voluntary  home  visiting  service  and  to  co-ordinate  it 
work  with  that  of  various  statutory  agencies  concerned.  The  duties 
of  the  visitors  include  heluing  the  old  people  v;ith  their  shopping, 
obtaining  books,  fror*  librar^Lj^i  letter  writing,  mending  and 
generally  solving  minor  domestic  difficulties.  H ome  visiting 
of  this  kind  has  been  shovm  to  be  of  particular  value,  for  it  can 
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mitigate  the  sense  of  isolation  and  lonortness  often  experienced 
by  old  people.

Water  after  treatment, 
all  but  one  gave  excellent  results, 

arrangements  have  been  made  to  ensure  that  all  persons 
working  in  connection  with  the  water  supply  arc  medically 
examined  before  coiiimencing  their  duties.  all  possible  steps 
are  taken  to  exclude  carriers  of  the  enteric  group  of  fevers. 

2.  Swimming  Baths 

Supervision  has  been  maintained  over  the  condition 
of  the  water  in  the  swimming  baths.  Samples  of  the  water 
from  both  baths  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  have  given  only  fair  results. 

The  existing  method  of  sterilisation  is  extremely 
crude  and  cannot  be  compared  with  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  plants  v/hich  exist  in  modern  swimming  baths,

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1930.  This  report  is  still  of 
necessity  very  curtailed. 


Complaints 

During  the  year  173  complaints  were  received  and 
dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts,  and  in 
addition  there  were  I30  complaints  of  rat  infestation.  This 
is  a slight  decrease  on  the  figures  for  1949* 

In  21  cases  Statutory  Notices  were  served  but  in  no 
instance  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

Housing 

192  houses  Vvere  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  having 
housing  defects  remedied  whilst  7 houses  were  systematically 
inspected  under  the  Housing  Regulations,  No  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  but  10  houses  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders  in 
1946  were  demolished  during  the  year.  Undertaking  not-  to  use 
the  houses  for  human  habitation  were  given  in  respect  of  two 
houses. 


The  improvement  in  the  supply  of  labour  and  materials 
available  for  the  repair  of  existing  houses  has  been  maintained, 
as  is  shown  by  the  amount  of  repair  work  shown  in  the  schedule 
at  the  end  of  the-  report. 


Overcrowding 

Only  3 cases  of  overcrowding  v;cre  abated  during  the 
year,  a decrease  of  3 as  compared  with  1949.  41  inspections 

were  carried  out  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  ovcrcrov/ding 
existed  and  3 aew  cases  were  found.  The  number  of  known  cases 
remaining  unabated  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  43.  Ho  systematic 
inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  however,  and  the 
number  of  actual  cases  must  be  greatly  in  excess  of  the  number 
known.  The  acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  makes  the 
abatement  of  overcrowding  very  difficult,  especially  in  cases 
where  the  actual  number  of  persons  is  only  slightly  in  excess 
of  the  permitted  number. 

Verminous  Premises 


The  number  of  houses  found  to  be  verminous  was  7> 
a decrease  on  the  figure  for  1949. 

Meat  and  Poods 


Under  the  Government  Scheme  slaughtering  is  carried  out 
at  Wcston-supcr-Marc,  and,  therefore,  the  only  meat  inspection 
is  thoit  of  pigs  for  home  consumption,  casualties  and  the 
inspection  of  meat  at  butchers’  shops, 

A large  quantity  of  other  foods  has  been  condemned  and 
in  this  connection  over  230  visits  have  been  paid  to  grocers

This  is  a decrease 
of  one  retailer  on  last  years  figures. 


The  quantity  of  Graded  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is 
still  increasing,  there  Being  9 retailers  selling  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  and  1 selling  Pasteurised  Milk 

56  samples  of  Graded  milk  were  examined  during  the 
year  and  all  but  one  v/erc  satisfactory. 


Ice-Cream

carried  out.  There  has  been  a further  increase  in  the  amount 
of  wrapped  ice-cream  sold,  vi^ith  a consequent  decrease  in  the 
quantity  of  ’’loose"  ice-crcam.
